Philafely Leads Many 
Collectors To Study 
Of Early Americana 





The fact stated in the headlines 
of this article is brought forth 
most vividly by receipt of a copy 
of the Supplement to the well 
known work of Eugene Klein on 
United States Waterway Packet- 
marks, 

The original work by Mr. Kiein 
covered the period from 1832 to 
1899 and listed 620 packets, River 
mail steamers and steamers ply- 
ing the coastal waterways. This 
work handsomely printed and 
bound in cloth is sold at $6.00 
per copy, the edition was limited 
to 500 copies. 
~~ The supplement just at hand 
lists eight new packetmarks of 
dates earlier than any previously 
recorded, the earliest being that of 
the Milo for the year 1818. A 
new embossed packetmark has al- 
so been recorded and numerous 
new listings between the dates giv- 
en in the original work are made. 

A study of this most interesting 
booklet points clearly to a new 
field tnat is being covered by 
Many American Pihlatelists, a 
study of Earl America as assoc- 
ciated with its postal system and 
this leaves a very wide field for 
research for it includes along with 
strictly postal items, enclosures 
and advertising pieces carried in 
the early mails. 

Collectors who have not yet 
awakened to a full realization of 
what is being collected and gath- 
ered by students of our early pos- 
tal system would do well to scan 
this booklet and grasp the ideas 
that are demonstrated by illustra- 
tions throughout the book. Doubt- 
less much in the way of interest- 
ing prints and papers are discard- 
ed as worthless by those who do 
not know and an effort on the 
part of collectors to learn to what 
extent interest is being shown in 
items of this nature should be 
both interesting and profitable to 
them,

An American Bank Nofe 
Company Official Is A 
Jap Prisoner In Manila 





Newspaper clippings from the 
Oregon Journal of November 3, 
supplied by our Reporter, H. R. 
Ludington tells a story of a bus- 
iness trip made to Manila by 
George H. Lynott, President of 
the American Bank Note com- 
pany of New York. Another state- 
ment in the same paper names 
Lynott as vice-president. 

A flight to the Orient on busi- 
ness at the war’s beginning end- 
ed in internment in a prison 
camp in Manila for George H. 
Lynott, 52, president of the 
American Banknote company, 
according to word received by 
his wife, who has taken up resi- 
dence in Portland. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lynott were,liv- 
ing in New Yok at the time of 
the trip, Mrs. Lynott said, but 
they had lived in Shanghai for 
20 years before as representa- 
tives of the American Banknote 
company of the Far East. They 
came home in the fall before 
Pearl Harbor because of the war 
conditions in China. 

The American Banknote Com- 
pany printed many of the earlier 
United States stamps and in re. 
cent years has assisted South and 
Central American countries in 
the printing of their stamps. 





President Of Ecuador 


To Visit In America 


President Arroyo del Rio of Ec- 
uador and his party were sched- 
uled to leave Ecuador on Monday, 
November 16, for a visit to the 
United States. The president is 
to be a guest at the White House 
while in. Washington, 

On the trip up, a stop is to be 
made for a visit with the pres- 
ident of Mexico. 

Ecuador expressed her friend- 
liness to the United States in 1937, 
when a series of stamps was is- 
sued commemorating the 150th 
anniversary of the Constitution 


of the United States, picturing our 


flag and our own George Wash- 
ington, for use on air-mail. 

When New York’s World Fair 
was held in 1939, collectors were 
pleasantly surprised to find that 
Ecuador had used the trylon and 
perisphere on a postage stamp 
and New York‘s Empire State 
Building appeared on an air-mail 
stamp at the same time.

chance of making a lot of dissatise, 
fied buyers when and if the 
stamps are made generally avail- 
able if they are made thus and 
we can see no way in which the 
Philippine Agency at Washington 
can save its face unless the stamps 
are forthcoming in the usual man- 
ner, 

Following is the letter and 
statements by Dr. Cody and we 
hope to have further information 
sgon. 

“October 30 and November 5, 
you carried advertisements by 
Elmer Long, concerning a Philip- 
pine two cent Rizal booklet pane 
stamp. This is catalogue No, 462 
in Scott's.” 

“On October 13, 1941, I had the 
Post Master of Manila in the 
Philippine Islands send me one 
stamp of every issue on sale of 
that date. I received this order 
December 5, 1941; it coming by 
boat. Since that date I have had 
the complete lists of Philippine 
stamps of the Washington, D. C. 
Philippine Philatelic Agency sent 
to me.” 

“At no time, have I seen No, 
462, listed for sale at the Washe 
ington Philippine Philatelic Ag- 
ency or the Manila Post Office.” 

“I was informed this week by 
a dealer in Milford, Connecticut, 
that only one company had a 
supply of No. 462. This was 
George B. Sloane and Co. It is

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End Of The Foreign Post 
Offices In China Told 
In Sfory Of Easfern Asia 


“The Chinese asked the Powers 
at once to abolish all their in- 
dependent postal services in 
China, The Powers consented to 
abandonment subject to the con- 
ditions “that China maintain an 
efficient postal service and that 
an assurance be given by the 
Chinese Government that it con- 
templated no change in the exis- 
ting postal system so far as the 
status of the foreign co-Director 
General was concerned.” Great 
Britain ordered the suspension 
of the operations of its twelve in- 
dependent post offices; Japan, of 
its sixtysix; France or its thir- 
t@en; and the United States of its 
only one. Thenceforward mail 
from Americans in China would 
not be franked with American 
stamps bearing the familiar sur- 
charge “Shanghai,” but would 
have to use the stamps of the 
Chinese Republic.” (From War

In reference to the first flight 
from Cincinnati, Ohio, mentioned 
in last week’s column, it is now 
definite that this was only a first 
flight west via AM-58, and that 
Cincinnati was not added to AM- 
2 on this date. T, W. A. transcon- 
tinental planes serve Cincinnati 
by operating via AM-2 from New 
York to Dayton, then via AM-58 
through Cincinnati to St. Louis 
(instead of via Indianapolis di- 
rectly over AM-2,) and then via 
AM-2 again to the West Coast. 
There was no flight between Cin- 
cinnati and Indianapolis on this 
route. 


Approval was given American 
Airlines, Inc., to temporarily serve 
San Diego, Calif. as an _ inter- 
mediate stop on AM-4 the Civil 
Aeronautics Board on November 
third. This will be an interme- 
diate stop between Los Angeles, 
Calif., and Phoenix, Ariz. Accord- 
ing to information from American 
Airlines, this service was sched- 
uled to start on November 22nd. 
First flight covers to and from 
San Diego should receive cata- 
logue listing, since this flight is 
different from the shuttle service 
operated by American Airways 
between Phoenix and San Diego 
(via El Centro) as part of the old 
CAM-33 in 1932,

To begin with, I would like to 
state the fundamental principles 
and purpose which underly this 
column. With this thought in mind 
the following platform should do 
much to clarify the primary ob- 
jectives of ‘‘Freakorner.” 

1. An opportunity for readers to 
contribute items for publication 
and discussion. 

2. A means of evaluating any- 
thing odd or unusual. 

3. To encourage others to fol- 
low up this fascinating field of 
research and collecting. 

4. To present Freaks or Oddi- 
ties of outstanding merit and in- 
terest. 

5. To restrict ourselves to U. 
S. material exclusively. 

Now that we have a platform, 
let’s have contributions. Let’s see 
who'll dig up the first acceptable 
item for our Korner. This is a 
good occasion for running through 
old valises and shoe boxes. 

This week’s Freak is a com- 
plete sheet of the 6c Presidentials, 
which found its way into my col- 
lection. It shows double paper on 
the 8th, 9th and part of the 10th 
horizontal rows of stamps. Now 
this double paper variety has 
been found before on the 6c stamp 
and represents a fairly valuable 
philatelic freak, but the sheet 
which I acquired has several ad- 
ditional assets, which make it uni- 
que—or nearly so. 

Firstly, the postal inspector 
spotted the sheet and rubber- 
stamped it with his name, _ of 
which only part is discernable— 
“_HAPP.” This would auto- 
matically remove the sheet as 
unfit for circulation and be ear- 
marked for destruction. Fortunate- 
ly, such was not the case in this 
instance. 

Secondly, the end of one sheet 
of the doubled paper is fastened 
by a strip of Scotch Tape running 
across the bottom halves of all 
stamps in the eighth row. Thus we 
find portions of ten stamps print- 
ed along the entire length of 
the tape. 

Third, the other end of the 
double paper portion which runs 
to the midle of the tenth row is 
fastened on the back of the sheet 
with Scotch tape and gumming 
thereon. 


Fourth, as many probably know, 
Scotch Tape has shrinking qauli- 
ties. This is clearly indicated by 
the fact that only the printed por- 
tion of the stamps on the center 
of the tape match the printing on 
the sheet, while both ends of the 
tape have shrunk and moved ful- 
ly one-eigth of an inch toward 
the center of the sheet. There- 
fore, the printing of the stamps 
at the two ends of the tape is 
far out of line with the printing 
on the sheet. 

This item is an interesting com- 
mentary on the methods used in 
our Bureau of Printing. It is a por- 
trayal of the history of his sheet 
from its difficult birth to its fin- 
al resting place. 

It is my opinion that there is 
another sheet from the adjoining 
pane printed in a similar manner. 
However, this other sheet may 
have been apprehended more suc- 
cessfully by the Printing Bureau.

MUCH MORE HANDY

of a listing of the country in one 
which they are interested in one 
book and a further listing of the 
same country in another book. 

The final combined edition in 
one volume has also been so 
slaughtered from its former con- 
venient arrangement that one 
hardly knows where to look for 
some things. The whole result is 
a sad mess that needs fixing with- 
out regard to some fine points of 
argument that might be put for- 
ward. 

The points that we consider of 
most importance are the follow- 
ing listings and there may be oth- 
ers which are badly broken’ up, 
for the sole purpose of doing this 
or that according to the ideas of 
someone who overlooks the fact 
that collectors would prefer all 
of the stamps of timbuctoo listed 
under timbuctoo whether timbuc- 
too is an independent country or 
whether it is governed under the 
wing of another country. Its a 
darn nuisance to have to hunt in 
two or three places to get a com- 
plete listing of the stamps of a 
country. 

Let us consider just the final 
combined edition which is noth- 
ing more than the two books 
bound together without any chan- 
ges or alterations that we can see. 
In fact while both of the first two 
volumes sold at and bear a price 
mark of $2.00 on their title page, 
making cost for both $4.00, this 
combined edition shows the same 
two title pages bound in the book 
and each with the original $2.00 
price label on them, yet the book 
as a whole is priced at $4.50. A 
penalty of 50c imposed to show 
you that it does cost more to bind 
two books in one volume than it 
costs to bind two single volumes, 
despite the saving in cloth used 
on one of the volumes, We will 
not attempt to explain why this 
is true. Perhaps we have a read- 
er who is a bookbinder who might 
tell us why. 

In looking up stamps in your 
book you must first decide 
whether its a Western Hemisphere 
American issue or of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations group 
or whether an Eastern Hemis- 
phere country, not a British pos- 
session. Even if you do finally 
make-up your mind on this point 
you get upset in some countries 
and before you can check the full 
country you are all turned around 
and in a sweat. 

Let us look at Cuba. We find 
it listed under the Americas, This 
means the first Spanish stamps of 
Cuba. Let use admit this is correct 
according to Mr. Clarks plan, but 
if Cuba of the Spanish issues is 
to be listed under this group, why 
not Curacoa and Surinam, both in 
the American group. Worst of all 
however is the fact that the Cuba 
Spanish issues are listed with 
and under the United States Pos- 
sesions and Administrative issues. 
Perhaps that would be proper if 
the listing started with Cuba No. 
176, the Puerto Principe sur- 
charges, but certainly the Cuban 
stamps issued under Spanish 
Dominion have no place in the 
Administrative issues of the 
United States and even no place 
in the Western Hemisphere Sec- 
tion of the catalogue unless we 
also admit that the two Dutch 
Colonies mentioned are of the 
same group. 

But that is not all the trouble 
we have with Cuba. After the 
surcharged issues under U. S. 
Dominion are listed and Cuba be- 
comes a Republic, we have to turn 
to page 517 in the first section of 
the catalogue to get the rest of the 
Cuba listing. But to give you a fur- 
ther opportunity to study Cuba 
we also find the Spanish issues 
only listed on page 150 of the 
second section of the catalogue. 

In the Philippine and Porto Rico 
issues we find all of the stamps 
of both these countries listed un- 
der the United States Administra- 
tive issues in the first section of 
the catalogue.

Government Booklet On 
United States Postage: 
Stamos Is Now Ready 





Announcement has been made 
at the Post Office Department 
that a revised edition of the of- 
ficial booklet, with paper bind- 
ing, containing a description and 
illustrations of all United States 
postage stamps from the date of 
their introduction in 1847 to July 
31, 1942, is now on sale at 30 
cents each in the office of the Sup- 
erintendent of Documents, Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, Wash- 
ington, D. C. The booklet also 
contains plate numbers and quan- 
tities issued of commemorative 
and air mail stamps. 

Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker has written the following 
foreword to the booklet: 

“I take pleasure in presenting 
this booklet to the stamp-collect- 
ing public. It has been compiled 
in this revised edition with the 
idea of giving informative aid and 
encouragement to the followers of 
the very popular hobby of phila- 
tely.” 

Those desiring copies of the 
new booklet should send their re- 
mittances to the Superintendent of 
Documents in the form of postal 
money orders or checks. Postage 
stamps are not acceptable. 





ish West Indies, now American 
property are still carried in the 
second volume but certainly de- 
serve a place in the first volume, 
just as Hawaii is shown there. 

If busting up the countries and 
placing them in different sections 
and groups because of their gov- 
ernmental status at different per- 
iods is to be the rule, why have 
such countries as Transvaal been 
listed completely under the sec- 
tion for the British Common- 
wealth of Nations when this 
country, prior to 1877 was an in- 
dependent republic. 

We frankly admit, such ques- 
tions are beyond. us, there may 
be several more such inconsistent 
listings, but those cited are suffi- 
cient to show that the work as a 
whole seems rather screwy as one 
would remark and. a systematic 
revision or regrouping that will 
make it more easily followed and 
understood seems ngcessary. 

However, we all must have the 
catalogue, its a great work well 
done with all its foibles and Mr. 
Clark is to be commended for the 
hard work necessary in its pro- 
duction, then again, this present 
edition has been produced under 
the most trying and distressing 
conditions that have ever beset 
a publisher of a stamp catalogue 
in America and we should be 
thankful for what we have with- 
out any undue criticism for the 
points we have mentioned are 
merely brought out to assist in 
eliminating such happenings in the 
future. 

This could be done we believe 
by considering that when a coun- 
try changes in governmental sta- 
tus that the country be listed in 
the group of its present status and 
that all previous stamp issues of 
that country be carried along un- 
der the country listing without re- 
gard to their former status.

One of the most interesting fields of Philately that I have ‘trod’ 


in, or have been introduced to, is the field of State-Tax Stamps. 
Besides presenting a veritable galaxy of colors, designs and de- 
nominations, they give an interesting insight into the many dif- 
ferent ways in which the States raise their Revenue. Among the 
many kinds of Stamp-Taxes our States resort to are those on Dog 


Food, Laundry, Candy, Shucked® 


, Cleaning and Pressing, 
Powdered Milk, Livestock Reme- 
a, Insecticides, Lard Substitutes, 
Paint and Varnish, Soft Drinks, 

Seed Meal, Terrapin, Gun 


Shells and Sporting Goods. 


Luckily no one State runs the 
full gamut of these unusual tax- 
es, Each one of these Taxes is 
confined more or less to one or 
two States. 

The originators and perpetra- 
tors of nearly'all of these strange 
JTaxes are the Southern States. 


-™he one exception is the Lard 


Substitutes Tax which hails from 
South Dakota. 

The States that have taken the 
lead in original and prolific issues 
are Florida, Georgia, and South 
Carolina. Each has Stamp-Taxes 
that fall into eleven or more dif- 
ferent categories. Georgia, for in- 
stance has separate Stamp-Taxes 
on Tobacco, Beer, Wine, Liquor, 
Oysters and Powdered Milk—In- 
for Feed, 
Cotton Seed Meal, Insecticide or 
Fungicide, Oleo and Eggs. 

New York and Ohio rank with 
Florida, Georgia and South Car- 
olina in issues, that are prolific 
but fall down when it comes to 
originality. Both States stay more 
to the staid and beaten path with 
Stamp-Taxes on Liquor, Docu- 
ments. Cigarettes and so forth. 

There are many pareliels, in 
State-Tax Stamps, to the Revenue 
Stamps of the United States Gov- 
ernment. Documentary Stamps 
have been issued by Alabama, 
California, Florida, Indiana, Kan- 
sas, Louisiana, Maryland, Mis- 
sour, Nevada, New York, Ohio, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, South Car- 
olina, Texas, Virginia, and Wash- 
ington, Stock Transfer Stamps by 
Massachusetts, New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Texas. 

The nearest Parallels to Propri- 
etary Stamps were those used on 
Cosmetics by Arizona and Ohio. 
Arizona’s Stamp-Tax also applied 
to Toilet preparations. 

Many states have Beer, Wine 
and Spiritous Liquor Stamp is- 
sues. As a matter of fact Liquors 
are the most taxed of all. Thirty- 
eight states use Liquor Tax stamps 
of some kind. Four more States 
use Liquor control stamps. Fifteen 
States in all use this type of stamp.

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The only States that have not 
as yet used Liquor Tax or Control 
Stamps are Connecticut, Massa- 
chusetts, Oklahoma, Rhode Is- 
land, New Jersey and Vermont. 

Only a handful of states have 
used an Oleo Tax Stamp, They 
are Alabama, Georgia, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kentucky, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, and 
Utah, 

Even Duck Hunting Stamps of 
the Federal Government have a 
parallel in one state issue, this is 
the Quail Hunting Stamp of Kan- 
sas. The Kansas issue retains the 
same design each year but chang- 
es the year date and color combi- 
nation. 

It is interesting to note that 
New Jersey is the only State that 
does not collect a tax by the use 
of a stamp. Wyoming taxes only 
Liquor ;Rhode Island, tobacco; 


Oklahoma, and Vermont, ciga- 
rettes. 
Connecticut eliminates itself 


from the distinction of having 
only one Stamp-Tax wy using a 
stamp in the collection of a bed- 
ding inspection fc2, in addition to 
using a sfamp on cigarettes. 

Other States, besides Connecti- 
cut that use Bedding inspection 
Fee Stamps are Delaware, Geor- 
gia, Maine, New York, North Car- 
olina and Pennsylvania. 

The Tax-Stamps of the States 
cover practically every imaginable 
denomination from 1% mill to $1,- 
000.00. The % mill stamp is a 
Feed inspection stamp used by 
Tennessee and the $1,000.00 a 
Stock Transfer Stamp emanating 
from New York. 

One denomination that almost 
exceeds the wildest imagination 
is the Malt Beverage stamp of 
Arkansas which reads into the 
millionth of a cent. It is for the 
tax paid on % case of beer and 
reads (so help me) $0.17578125! ! 

South Carolina gives us. such 
denominations as 39/64th of a 
cent!!—With ten additional stamps 
in fractions of 64ths of a cent! ! 

For Collectors who like to spec- 
ialize there are practically all 
minor varieties that exist in the 
Federal issues, excepting inverted 
centers. 

There are varieties of printing 
and separations, errors in perfora- 
tion (impeforate pairs etc.) recuts, 
shades and watermark and paper 
varieties. South Carolina even 
added an error in cliche with a 1/8 
cent, “10 pound” stamp in a sheet 
of 5/8 cent, “50 pound” Feed In- 
spection Stamps. 

Several Cities and Counties 
have issued Tax-Stamps. The 
cities excluding those which used 
Sales-Scrip stamps alone, are Bir- 
mingham, Alabama; Los Angeles, 
California; Denver, Colorado; New 
York, New York; four cities in 
Florida; five in Missouri; six Ore- 
gon towns and four in Washington.

The Solomon Islands, 
First Discovered By 
Spain, Now War Prize 


The following brief account of 
the Solomon Islands as published 
in a recent number of the Aus- 
tralian Philatelist should be of 
more than passing interest at 
this present crucial period in 
their history. 

“In our May, 1939, issue we 
published the designs of all val- 
ues of King George VI. Solomon 
Islands stamps, from %d. to 5/. 
Recently the 10/value (featuring 
the same view as the 444d.) was 
issued, and although they were 
available in London for a short 
period, it has not been ascertain- 
ed whether or not they reached 
the Solomons, The stamps depic- 
ted peaceful settimgs in the var- 
ious groups—a strange contrast 
to the scenes now being enac- 
ted there! London dealers are 
offering very good prices for the 
10/ stamp, copies of which are 
exceptionally hard to obtain, in 
fact, all of this set has become 
popular amongst collectors. 

The islands are divided into 
two groups—the British Solomons 
in the south-east and those of 
the north-westerly section which 
formerly were under German 
control but now are _ included 
with New Guinea in the Austra- 
lian mandate. The former group 


is the scene of the present op- 
erations. 

The islands are Guadalcanal, 
Malaita, Makira (the largest), 
Gela, Santa Isabel and San Cris- 
tobal, New Georgia, Choiscul, 


Shortland, Mono (or Treasury), 
and others, including many very 
small ones. The capital, Tulagi, 
is said-to be the smallest capital 
in the world, with a population 
of only a few natives and about 
forty or fifty white persons in 
normal times. 

The group is governed from 
Fiji. 

They were so named because 
of their apparent wealth and 
splendor, and their discovery is 
credited to the Spanish naviga- 
tor, Alvaro Mendana, in 1567, 
but it was kept a secret by his 
government for so long that the 
Spaniards themselves seemed to 
forget the discovery and for 
more than two hundred years 
afterwards the islands remained 
unknown to the white man’s 
world. In 1767 they were redis- 
covered by Philip Carteret, A 
year or so later Louis de Bour- 
ganville discovered the three 
northern islands, and in 1788 an 





Cigarettes or Beer. 

County issues are largely from 
Missouri where a Stamp-Tax was 
levied on Documents by four 
counties, In 1922 the State Courts 
ruled these taxes unconstitutional 
and the stamps were withdrawn 
from use. 


Many collectors and non-collec- 
tors, who see a State-Tax Stamp 
collection for the first time, are 
greatly surprised at the scope and 
variety of the stamp. Very few 
realize how many varieties of 
these interesting stamps exist. 


George Cabot of Weehawken, 
New Jersey has compiled an ex- 
tensive catalogue of these stamps, 
that lists and prices literally thou. 
sands that have been issued by the 
States, Cities, Counties and Terri- 
tories of the United States. 


More and more Stamp Collect- 
ors are discovering what an intri- 
guing field State Tax Stamp Col- 
lecting is. Many like to augment 
their United State collection with 
the Revenue Stamps of their State 
while some go “whole-hog” and 
collect all states. 


Some collect Types only, some 
only those showing maps of states, 
while others limit themselves to 
Excise Stamps alone. 


At any rate, whatever limita- 
tions the various collectors impose 
upon themselves, they agree unan- 
imously ‘that this relatively new 
field is most absorbing and a wel- 
come relief from United States 
and General Collections, which 
one sees over and over again in 
the Stamp Marts, Shows and so 
forth. 

Are YOU fully aware of the 
potentialities of this amazing new 
field? Why not look into it? 


Engjjshman Lieut Shortland, sail- 
ed along the south side of the 
chain, which he believed to be 
continuous land and named it 
new Georgia. Further surveys 
were made by later navigators. 

Traders and missionaries then 
began to settle in the islands, 
growing in strength until the es- 
tablisment of pre-war trade. 

To-day a fierce battle is in 
progress for the repossession of 
the islands, and we _ sincerely 
hope that it will not be long be- 
fore the enemy is completely 
routed.”

The J. M. Bartels Company is 
the oldest stamp auction firm ‘in 
existence having held sales since 
1898 under the personal supervi- 
sion of John Murray Bartels who 
is now preparing the catalogue for 
their 334th sale. Their publications 
on U.S. Envelopes and Plate Num- 
bers, the stamps of the Philippines 
Panama and the Canal Zone are 
considered standard works. The 
owner is considered one of the 
leading experts in Philatelic re- 
search. 

Mr. Robert C. Hooghkirk, of the 
Edgewood Stamp Company, Mil- 
ford Conn., has entered the em- 
ploy of the J. M. Bartels Com- 
pany to assist Mr. Bartels in the 
management of the firm. This 
gives Mr. Bartels a chance to 
recuperate more fully from a 
bronchial ailment which has in- 
terfered with his regular presence 
in the office during the past 
months.

PAPER SHORTAGE LOOMS 

“Curtailment of newsprint and other paper products seemed 
likely today, chiefly because of shortage of electric power, man power 
and transportation.” |Thus states an article in the Oregon Journal of 
October 28th. 

The great bulk of the newsprint used in America comes from 
Canadian mills. Naturally these mills will wish to operate as 
fully as possible because of the money that comes to Canada from 
this source. 

It is evident however that this industry will have to be cur- 
tailed along with others that can be dispensed with for a part of 
their product. The volume of newsprint used in America is enor- 
mous and almost beyond one’s imagination. Look at the Sunday 
editions of some of the big city papers and consider that in some in- 
stances there are around a million copies of these papers printed. 
What a vast amount of paper is used. 

We may see these larger papers cut to tabloid size or with a con- 
siderable less number of pages. It is certain that there is little room 
for cutting on the average small town daily or weekly, 

It is of course not newsprint alone that will take this cut, but 
higher quality book and magazine papers as well and we may 
see here what we see from England, a far cheaper grade of paper 
in our better magazines, 

If there were some plén by which all of us who are engaged in 
unessential work could lay aside our present occupation and pitch into 
war work, we would gain the victory the country is striving for that 
much quicker and for our part we would gladly do our bit, 


COMPLAINTS FROM READERS 

One thing that all publishers have to contend with is the com. 
plaints that come from readers,.usually in connection with dissatis- 
faction through answers to classified advertising. It must be under- 
stood that these advertisements are published in good faith by the 
publishers and it must be that those who advertise in this manner 
are obligated to act in good faith with readers. It should be ap- 
parent to anyone using classified space and failing to act in sych 
manner, that they are injuring every other user of such space be- 
cause dissatisfaction in one instance will cause the prospective cus- 
tomer to shy away from other offers. In the old days it was the cus- 
tom of publishers to boldly print the names of these people who ad- 
vertised and did not give proper attention to replies. We still think 
this would be the best way to handle such cases, but unless all pub- 
lishers would agree to do this, one person alone can not do it. 

It has been our policy to watch when complaints are made and 
if found to come regularly about the same person, use of our space 
is forbidden in the future.| There is one best way to get after those 
people who are unfair in such business transactions and that is to 
make complaint to “United States Postal Inspectors”. To do this 
simply address your letter to “United States Postal Inspector” in 
care of the Postmaster in the city or town in which the offender re- 
sides. The postmaster will forward such letters to the inspector in 
that district. 

If there are more than one, or several complaints against the 
same person, this Inspector can stop this person from the use of the 
mails and will do so if the complaints justify such action. There is 
nothing a publisher can do that will be near so effective and a 
few visits from a Postal Inspector will do more to line those boys up 
in the right manner than anything else that can be done, 

As a matter of werning the above is written after receipt of a 
complaint against a man in a small Texas town and another in 
Geneva, N, Y. If both of the persons who made the complaint against 
the Texas party will write the P. O, Inspector, some good may come 
from their actions, 


ABOUT CHANGES OF ADDRESS 

Readers should understand that to make a change of address it 
is absolutely necessary that we have both your old as well as your 
new address. If you simply write and tell us to send your paper in 
the future to such and such address and do not give us your old 
address we can not make the change for we must kill your old ad- 
dress at the same time we put the new one on the list and unless we 
have your old address we have no way of finding it unless we look 
carefully through a file of about 12,000 names to locate it and this 
we can not do.

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Early Ohio River Mail 
Service Handled Under 
Difficulty By Pioneers 


“In July, 1794, a line of mail 
packets was established between 
Wheeling and Limestone. Major 
Isaac Craig, who was experienced 
in river navigation, and Colonel 
James O’Hara, the army contract- 
or, were in charge of the ar- 
rangements. The boats were ba- 
teaux, twenty-two to twenty-five 
feet long, steered with oars, and 
provided with tarpaulins for pro- 
tection in rainy weather. Each 
crew consisted of four rowers 
and a captain, who were well 
armed; their muskets were stow- 
ed in weatherproof boxes along- 
side their se-'s. At night the 
crews landed at the head of an 
island to cook and sleep. Up- 
stream a boat was able to make 
thirty miles a day, and down- 
stream it might make twice that. 
It is probable that passengers 
were sometimes carried. As ori- 
ginally established, the line con- 
sisted of three boats. The mail 
was carried from Pittsburgh to 
Wheeling by postriders; from there 
the first boat car-ied it to Mar- 
ietta and handed it over to the 
second boat, which took it to Gall- 
ipolis, and the third boat took 
it on to Limestone. Each boat 
was to make a round trip weekly 
between its two termini, Mail ser- 
vice by river never proved sat- 
isfactory as it was slower than 
overland mail, not as punctual, 
and incurred great expense; more- 
over, it was held up by ice for 
some weeks during the winter. It 
was continued however, until, 
1797, when the passing of the da- 
nger of Indian attacks made pos- 
sible the substitution of postriders

The authors of this list believe that the time to start making a 
catalogue and record of the patriotic covers of the present world war 
is now, It is the intention to list these various envelopes by groups 
as credited to various publishers, where known, Thus in any refer- 
ence to any envelope, the name of the publisher and the number will 
be sufficient identification. Also, this will permit of easy addition 
of additional or new numbers to any group. 

In starting the list, the envelopes as issued by Linprint at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, are used as the first group because a complete set of 
such envelopes are the first of what might be considered the Patrio- 
tic envelopes of the persent war. 

In listing, we wish to be as brief as possible yet give sufficient 
listing for correct identification. In considering any group, read 
the paragraph at the beginning for general details and then the de- 
scriptions following each number. 

While listing, we believe also that an attempt to price these 
envelopes should be made in order that collectors may have a basis 
for sale and trade. Prices are for covers through the mail as ordinary 
letters with current or ordinary recent stamps of no added value. 
For Registered covers, covers with censor marks and labels or covers 
of any outstanding cancellation or event, additional value should be 
figured. It is not practical however to consider the value of such 
covers in any first attempt to get a thorough listing of the Patriotic 
Envelopes of today, Unused envelopes may or may not be scarcer 
and of greater value than used ones, although heretofore, there has 
been no great market for unused material of this nature. 


Publishers who have produced Patriotic Envelopes are invited 
to submit samples for listing with details of any for which no sam- 
ples are available, Collectors are also asked to assist by watching 
these listings from week to week and when completed, showing 
samples of any not listed which can be included in a further listing. 
We would urge interested collectors to clip this list when it appears 
and keep for reference. 

Should there be sufficient interest in the production of this list, 
a complete reprinting in catalogue form might be attempted in the 
future.

When your subscription is about to expire a postal card notice will be 
mailed you advising you of that fact. Within the next three months, 
several hundred subscriptions will expire. 
subscriptions for four years that came to us in the latter part of 1938 
and the first part of 1939, thus they expire in the latter part of 1942 
and the first part of 1943. During that period in 1938-9 we received 
about $1200 in payment for four year subscriptions. 

We now ask those whose subscriptions are about to expire to 
renew for four years again or to renew their own subscription for one, 
two or three years and send a subscription for a new collector. Send 
at least a dollar bill and help meet the deficit that is showing up in 
advertising receipts by all stamp papers. We who watch these things 
have seen a steady decline in advertising patronage for stamp papers 
in the past year.

Don’t Write Soldiers 
You Don't Know, It's 
Espionage Technique 





Washington,—Secretary of War 
Stimson explained today the army 
discouraged soldiers from answer- 
ing letters from unkown corre- 
respondents because such corres- 
Rondence afforded an easy method 
of espionage, 

A number of correspondence 
clubs have been organized in good 
faith to write letters to members 
of the armed forces, Stimson told 
his press conference, and many 
people were unable to understand 
the war department’s opposition. 

“The fact of the matter is that 
striking up acquaintances with 
soldiers thru good will organiza- 
tions is one of the oldest technics 
of espionage,’’ Stimson said. “It is 
hackneyed, but it is still in use. It 
will continue as long as legiti- 
mate organizations provide a 
‘front’ behind which the spy can 
work, and it places an unneces- 
sary and heavy burden on our ag- 
@ncies against espionage. 

“The war department urges 
everyone to write frequently to 
soldiers with whom they are ac- 
cquainted, but not at random to 
those they do not know.”

Newfoundland Steamer 
Shown On Three Stamps 
Sunk By Nazi Torpedo 





One hundfed and thirty seven 
people perished when the New- 
foundland Ferry Steamer Cari- 
bou was torpedoed by a Nazi 
U. Boat off the coast of New- 
foundland on the night of Oc- 
tober 14th. 

This boat carrying 238 aboard 
was a peaceful ferry between the 
Island of Newfoundland and 
North Sydney, Nova Scotia and 
was loaded with civilian passen- 
gers and some Canadian service 
men. 

Popular Stamps of Canada has 
this to say about this steamer and 
the points mentioned are of much 
interest to collectors. 

This ship appears on three of 
the Newfoundland stamps, namely 
Scotts No. 146, 164 and 173. The 
first of these appeared with the 
Industrial issue of 1928—the first 
issue of the administration of the 
late Sir Richard Squires. Two- 
cent denomination, deep carmine 
in colour, there are many little 
things about the stamp—as about 


the whole issue—to differentiate 


it from the two subsequent is- 
sues, The most striking, and which 
former notes on the stamp have 
not mentioned (to our know- 
ledge, is that the port quarter 
state-rooms below deck show 
only three port-holes. In reality 
and as shown in 164 and 173 there 
are four port-holes. 

The second stamp (164) came 
out in 1929 and because the gov- 
ernment could not gain access to 
the 1928 dies there was a re- 
engraving up to the 20c denomin- 
ation by another printing com- 
pany. In this issue the Caribou ap- 
peared with her main topmast 
stay on the starboard side miss- 
ing, but more complete in other 
details than that of a year ear- 
lier. 

In 1931 another printing ap- 
peared, same as 1929 in die. Per- 
haps slightly brighter in shade. 
But the difference was the in- 
troduction of the watermark. This 
is the first issue of Newfoundland 
showing a watermark. The Wmk 
(Arms of the Colony) is side- 
ways on the 2c denomination. 
And because of the incorrect spa- 
cing of the mark many stamps 
are without watermark. They are 
not, however, interesting unless 
they appear in pair—watermark- 
ed and unwatermarked. The be- 
ginner; in order to study the de- 
tails of thos watermark should 
have a copy.of the Nawfoundland 
War Saving Stamp. 


Rob Baby's Bank Urged 
By Director Of Mint 


(Oregon Journal) 

Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, direc- 
tor of the United States mint, ad- 
vocates a nationwide slaughter— 
or, at least, vigorous shaking—of 
piggy banks. 

She told a group of women 
here the conversion of piggy 
banks’ innards into war bonds 
and stamps would “give a big 
push to the Allied efforts to de- 
feat the Germans and Japs.” 

Forty pennies put back into 
circulation by each of the na- 
tion’s families would equal the 
mint’s entire output of one-cent 
pieces in 1941, she said, and the 
copper used in the coins would 
make 1,250,00C shells for big 
guns.
